H E Great Convoy of Proviſions being arrived in the Camp from Dublin, un- 
der the Guard of the Earl of Portland's Regiment of Horſe, the whole Army 
paſſed the Soke on the 12th of Fuly, about £1 tm the Morning, the Horſe 
by rwo Fords, and the Foot and Arrtillery over the Srone-Bridge ; ſome of 
the Enemies Squadrons ſhewed themſelyes on the Hills, bur we quickly 

drove them from thence, with rwo Squadrons of Horle and two of Dragoons: And ha- 
ving afterwards viewed the Enemies Camp, and the Ground which we might poſſeſs our 
felves of between two Bogs, we found thar half our Army could not Encamp there, which 
obliged us ro begin our Camp on the Righr, in order to extend ir as far as we were able 
on the Lefr. Burt the Enemy having pofleſſed themſelves of a Paſs on the Left in rhe mid- 
dle of a Bog, it was thought neceſſary to force them from thence ; "The Regiment of Blew 
Dragoons, a Squadron of the Dragoons of Cunningham, and the Regiment of my Lord 
Portiand were Detached for rhis Service. | 

The Enemy ſeeing em advance, and that but a ſmall part of our Army was yer come 
up, ſent ſome Foot and Horſe through the Bog ; upon which the blew Dragoons dilmaun- 
ted, and repulſed them. The Enemy derached divers Barralions and Squadrons to ſupport. 
their Men ; and the Prince of Mirtemberg with two of his Bartralions came very opportune- 
ly ro the Aſſiſtance of Ours, and gave time to the reſt of the J;roops of his Wing to come 
up. This oblig:d the Enemy to retire ro their main Body, S: were poſted on a great 
Flill, ſurrounded almoſt on all fides with Bogs,and having a Caſtle on their Left ; It was res- 
ſolved ro Attack them there ; in order whereunto our Foor pafſed rhrough a Bog, many of 
them up to the middle, receiving the fire from 3 of the Enemies Rerrenchmenrs 5 and 
oar Horſe, norwithſtanding their continual Fire, having paſſed the Defile, rhe rwo Armies 
about fix in the Evening were entirely engaged at a place called Ag.5ram near Bellinaſloe ; 
The Fighr was very ſharp, and laſted abour 3 hours; Our Men being obliged ro Artack 
them from Trench to Trench, which they had thrown up for their greater ſecurity. The 
Iriſh were aever known to Fight with more Reſolution, eſpecially their Foot 3 Their Ag- 
my was Superiout to ours in number, conſiſting of 20000 Foot, and 8000 Horle and Dra- 
goons, and had all the advantage imaginable by the Situation of rhe Ground, bur it pleaſed 
God ro Bleſs Their Majeſties Forces wil: an entire Victory, their whole Body being broke 
and difperſed ; Of the Enemy there are above 5000 killed upon the place, of which num- 
ber are the Lord Galmoy, Colonel Mecor, with many others 3 and as ſome Delerters Re- 
port, Theig French General Sr. Ruth. Major-General Hamzlton, Colonel D:rington, Lord 
Slane, Lord Bedlow, Colonel Butler, Colonel Bourke, Colonel Gerdon, Colonel O-Netle, and 
divers other Perſons of Norte are Priſoners ; and had it not been for the coming on of the 
Night,” all their Foot would kave been cur off. 

We took all the Enemies Baggage, Tents, Proviſions and Cannon, which latter conſiſted 
only of Nine Picces : On our fide we loſt abour 500 Men; Major-General Holſtaple and 
Colnnel Herbert are killed ; the Prince of Heſſe and the Lord Cuts, wounded. The Bra- 
very and Courage of our Men in this Occaſion, exceeded all rhe Account thar can be given 
of them ; and rhe Vigour and Conduct of the General Officers contribured extreamly ro- 
this Great and Glorious Victory. The General has ſent a Derachement ro Attack Por- 
cumny, where the Enemy have a great Magazine 0t Proviſions. 
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
